‘The whole matter, however, of the ex-
pulsion of Isnbella IT and the governmont of the
country, or perhaps the wnnt of government,
under the Provisional Junta or the Cone
stitutlonal Cortes has heen anomilous
wd so oxtranordinary that It is not possible Lo
form #an opinion with regard to what the future
of Spain will be, or whether the resnlis of the
revolution will be anarchy, to be followed by o
return to despotiem, or a firm, molera e,
Iberad Government, capable of sustaining itsolf
pgninst all assnulta and of affording protection
to all its eitizens without infringing on their
liborties. In any other country than :-‘p,m:
there would by this time have beon either u sot
tlement of wffuirs by the establishment of some
I».rm\'nml form of government, or violent and
ambitious men would have taken advantage of
the oceasion to bring in n reign of anarchy sod
Hoodshed,

Spain, however, has so long been the strong-
hold of conservatism that even so extraordinary
an occurrence. as o political revolution and the
dethronement of the legitimate sovereign has
not more than half aroused the people from their
lethargy: and, in view of subsequent events, the
wonder s that they even succeeded in accom-
plishing what they did. Isabelln, however, wus
driven out of the country, probably as much 10
the surprise of her enemies as to herself; but the
Bpaniards have not yet succeeded in selecting o
successor, or even In deciding upon what form
of government ghall be adopted.

The Provisional Junta dallled and dallied
without doing snything, snd the leaders of the
revolution appeared to be in no hurry o take
advantage of the situation for thelr own nggran-
dizement, or to transfer their power to other
. hands. After monthis of delay the Constituent
Cortes wns assembled, and slnce then the time
has been passed in dilatory discussions and
fruitless gquarrels, which have produced no re-
aults whatever thus far. It is Yrue that a draft
of a constitntion kns been reported, and from
the deliberntion with which it is being dlscussed,
it ought to be eminently satisfactory to all par-
ties, and if it is not satisfuctory, it cannot cer-
juinly be charged that it was adopted In indis-
creet haste.

The great difficulty, however, appears to be in
the chioice of o sultable successor for the de-
throned Queen. A number of candidates have
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been proposed, but none of them are sufliciently |

unobjectionable to secure an election. Germany,
the breeding place of princes, has not been
equal to the present emergency; and from all
her stock of young gentlemen walting for
something in the way of vacant thrones to turn
up, not one has been offered to fill the first-cliss
position that is now going begging, The choice
of the Spaniards, therefore, finally narrowed
down to the King of Portugal and the Duke de
Montpensicr. Of these, the first named ap-
peared Lo be the most suitable in every way.
He is a man of ability, liberal in his views,
popular with his people, wnd  appa-
rently well suited to raise Spain to o
position among the nations of Europe
than ghe has held for censurkes. By oconpying
the thrope of Spaln, too, he might reunite that
country with Portugal, and ereate a zrand
Iberinn monarchy out of the peninsula. Dom
Luis, however, has not made any advances: and
although there is o party favorable to him, i ha
not pressed his claim with any vigor.
